The Move by the Uontractors May Lead
to Forfolture aof Thelyr Bonds or a
Seneral Mirike—The Operatives Talk of
Siriking. Againat the Contract Syntem,

The condition of affales in the east side cloth-
ing district yesterday shiowed that the naw
maywe of the contractot® which began on Sanday
inspreludeto & test of Glretglh batween the
Clothing Contrastors’ Mutual Protective Asso.
clation and the Hrotherhood of Tallora.

The ofMeers of the Brotherhood are inclined to
minimizs the bumber of aperatives locked oul,
and the oMcers of the Contractors’ Assoclation
greatly exaggerats the number, but from 1,000
to 4,000 In a falr estimnate of the number out In
New York and Brooklyn,

The locked-out operatives, or slrikers, ns the
contractors eall them, gathered In and aronnd
Walballs Hall early in the forencon and dis.
cussed the slluation,

A mass mesting was beld In the main hall at
2 o'clook In the afternoon, Herman Robluson,
Secretary of the Exeeoutlve Committes of the
Brotherhood of Tallors, presiding,

The Chairman told the operatives that they
need not be afraid ol the contracturs, ns thelr
movement was only a bluff,

“They want to frighten you,'" he sald, "but
they are afraid of forfeiting thelr bondas, which
we bave In our possession, When they see that
we won't be scared they'll open their shops
sgaln,™

Benjamin Echweltrer and wseveral others
spoke o Yiddlsh, and Henry White, general
suditor of the United Garment Workers, ad-
dreasced the avdience in English, Among other
things he sald:

“There may soon be another goneral strike,
That strike will not be for the abolition of the
task work system. but for the a.olition of the
contract system altogether. If the manufac-
turers will not employ us directly we
will do the work ourselvea In colp-
erative shopa. I will Lriog the case of the
Brotherhood of Tallora before the Conveption
of the American Federation of Labor. If there
is a general lock-out by the contractors, thelr
forfeited bonds amounting to §260,800 will fur.
nish us with u strike fund.

Secrotary Robinson of the Executlve Com-
mittee of the Brotherhood said when seen Inter:

“The lock out is not extending. Our busl-

ness agents could not finidl any of the cards
with the ohjectionable npotlers in  any of
the sboops they have visited. The con-
tractors won't put the cards up for they
are aofraid the men will uit  work,
The larger contraclors are laughing at the
smaller men for nul.stnf up this LIn{T. Some
of the contractora, tired of being used
as _ footballs _for  the others, bave
HBen)amin Sehweltzer, the
delegate of the operativies' branch, for
the return of thelr men to work. They will
have a meeting of the Executive Board, and [
think the majority of their men will be asked

I ANOTHER DEFEAY FOR ITALY. ,

Mer Native Bol@lera Compelled to Surron-
dor After n Three Duyd' Fight,

Roue, Dec. 18.—It (s announced that the
Government intends taQlimit ts money demands
for carrying on the campalgn In Erythrea to

10,000,000 or 20,000,000 llre, Including the
7.000,000 lire previonusly granted by the Cham-
ber,

The Tribuna publishes s despatch from Mas-
mowah, capltal of Erythrea, which says that
a native company commanded by Llent.
Gomhl had a Dght with the Abyasinians that
lanted thres days. Then, thelr ammunition
and water falling, the sarvivors were com-
pelled to murrender,

Promier Criapl reappeared in the Chinmber of
Deputles to-day, looking well, after s:veral
dayn' absence, owing to Indisposition, In re-
gard to the sitaation In Abyssinia, Signor
Crispl sald the Government hind no desire to
extend the Itallan frontiers in Africa, bul
rather deslred proaperity and peace in the prov-
incen already occuplied by Italy, and to so for-
tity the frontler of these provinces as to pre-
vent Abyssinian sgeression,

The Premler wan frequently Interrupted by
Radical Deouties, Slgnor Laurenzana, one of
the Radieal leaders, declared himself in fuvor
of & republican form of government, and re-
ealled the prophecy made by the, famous Ital-
Ian agitator, Mazainl, of the downfall of the
Italinn monarchy. Signor Laurenzana ex-
pressed hope that the Ministry now presided
over by Signor Crispl wounld be the last mo-
narchical ministry in Ttaly,

The Presldent rebuked Mignor Laurenzans
for hir Intemperate and unpatriotic language
and called him to order. the Chamber ap-
plauding the President for so doing, The sit-
ting thereafter was greatly agitated.

The Itallan Government has ordered In Eng-
Innd 100,000 tins of preserved meals for the
use of the Itallan troops in Abyssinia,

The forts at Massowah and on the coast are
being garrisoned by sallors o order to permit
all of the eolidlers to go to the front.

The Government Is informed that the Abgs-
sinian Chlef, Ras Makonnen, has sent a mea.
sage to (ien, Baratier!, commanding the Itullan
forces In Abyesinia, proposing terma of peace.
Geon. Baratieri has not yet replied to tho mes-
Bage,

Signor Crlapl sald emphatically that the Gov-
ernment In nowise blamed Gen. Baratleri for
tho disaster that had befallen the Italian forces
at Ambalngl. After the news of the defent had
been recelved the Government had Informed
Gen. Baratieri that bo possessed Its entire confi-
dence.

NarrLes, Dec, 16.—An immense crowd gath-
ered to-day to bid Godspeed to 1,480 troopa who
salled to-day for Massowah, svhenco they will
w0 to refnforce the forces operating in Abys-
einin. Amopg those who witnessed the depar.
ture of the troops were the members of many
rocietles, with bands and banners. Much en-
thusinam was manifested.

ARMENIAN ATROCITIES.

Fifiy-three Villages Aronad Harput Were
Huraed,

Loxpox, Dee. 18.—The United Press reporter
in Constantinople, telegraphing under yester-
day's date, says that advices from the In-
terlor of Asin Minor are meagre, owing Lo the
favt that there wre very considerablo delays in
the recelpt of malls, The latest letters recelved
from Harput are dated Nov. 14. They say thut
fifty-three villages arouwd Harput have been
burned, and lundreds of thelr inhabitants
killed. Bishop Hohanes, together with his ser-
vants, was tortured to death, Mostof the
priests were tortured and killed in attempts to
compel them to adoyt Islamism. Someof the
ariests yielded under the torture they were sub-
Jected to,

At Nussis, near Adana, the commander of
the redirs pillaged achurch an doutraged the
wife of the prlest, The priest telegruphed
complaint to the authoritles at Aduna, and was
afterward arrested and thrown into prison,

The Porte on SBunday circulated reports
thant the Armenisns at Zeitoun plilaged and

The Daily News publishes a long letter re-
viewing the massacres in Anatulin. The letter
sliows that the massacres hinve been confined to
the provinces for which the scheme of adminls-
trative reform was designed,

They bLegun immedintely after [t appeared
that the Sultan wmust slul and acoept the
tcheme of the powers, and had for their object
the reduction of the Armenians tv & minimum
owing to the proposal Lo confer on them n pro-
portional share in the civil executive.

The local oMcers everywhers ignored the mas-
sacrus until the time previously allotted to the
maobs to do thelr bloody work had expired.

A European resident of Alntab writes to the
Daily Mes that the commander of the troops
harangued the mob bolfore the messacreon Nov,
2 hegan,

‘I'he soldiers looked on as the Arinenians ware
killeil, until they were ordered to Intervene,
whivn they fired o few nhots in the air. The mob
insmediately disporsed.

Mascaesten, Deo, 10,—The Guardian says
that the Duke of Westminster, o few days
ago, wrote a letter to Lord Salisbury urging
that Englend take declsive actlon to put o
slop to the atrocities in Armenia. In reply to
this letter the ’rremler admitted thut there
wus renlly no effective concert of the Euro-
pesn powers in n-iurd to Turkey. He was con-
vine he sald, that, although public opinion
In Pilax‘lnnd was deeply moved at the horrors
In Armonia, there was no such deep-seated
feelMyg existing in the countrles of the Contl-
nent.

FOOD FOR BTARFING ARMENIANS,
The BMed Cross Will Ntart When 81900,000

Cush Ie Ruloed nnd $400,000 Guaranicod,

WasHiNgToN, Dec. 16.—Letters relsting to
the proposed distribution of foml to the stary-
ing Armenlans throvgh the medinm of the Red
Cross poured I by the score at the Red Cross
headquartars to-tuy, Some of them contsined
amkil  contributions, bat the malority were
from persons who offered  thelr services or
thelr advice. Fully Ja hundred communiea-
tlons came from tealned nueses and others who
wish to accompany the expedition 1o the dis-
trlets where distress prevalls, but ws Miss Clars
Barton eald to-day, while the Hed Cross ap-
precisted these offers, the people of Armenla
were sturving and not slck: thri' needed food,
not nurslug, and it was hardly likely that any
of_the tenders of service would be accepted.

Mi=s Barton desires that a correctlon be
mnde of the idea that has become previlent to
the offect that $3,000,000 must be collected
wud ghavanteed hefore the Hed Cross will un-
dertuke the work of distribution, This s en-
tirely erroneous, e Hed Cross will start for
Armonin fust ns soon as there has besn col-
lreted and guarantesd the sum of 500,000,
While u much lurger amount will be needed
1o earry out the work llmrnughlr. the sum
maentioned, even If four-fifths of It s repro-
sented In the form of guarantees, Is deemed
suMeclent for making the attempt. As Mr,
Georwe 1. Pulltunn, & member of the Board of
Directors of the 1mvrlt::m Nutlonnl Red Cross
sl toeday, *If $100.000 in cash is collect
for the work and §400,000 guaranteed, wo will
go_to Armenin without delay.'"

Foanr Naggnge Cars, an Eapress Car and
Hmeoker, nnd n Day Conch Muricd Down
na Embankment - TwoTheatre Companten
on the Traln-Seven PFersons Injured

Ponr Jervis, Deo. 16~ The entire train of the
Erio's fast express, No. 10, consisting of engine
282, throe cars of theatre DAREAKS, ONG OAr of
rallrond bageage, one smoker, two day conches,
and three Pullman sleepara wers deralled at
nbout 4:26 o'clock thls morning at a point
about two miles east of Cochecton. The traln
waa in ocharee of Engineer George Fordyce and
Conduetor Aaron Stade, and left Camicoon
nbout twenty-flve minutes late. The cause of
tho accldent was & hroken rail, and consldering
all the featurea of the casualty it is marvellous
that the train crew and passengers wern not
all killed or Injared. Awm It ls, four passengers
and three trainmen were Injured,

The traln is one of the fasteat on the rond, and
was rounding the sharp eurve at Nobody's
nwitoh at the rate of forty milea an bhonr, when
the engine struck a broken rall, and the baggnae
ear next to the engine suddenly left the track,
Aetached the tender from the engine, which
swunig moross the track and the next iontant
was hurled down a thirty-fool embankment,
followed by three baggage CAre, AN expreas car
and smoker, and one day concli, The three Pull.
man sleeping conches, Cathay, Hatteras, and
Clive, wore un the rear end of the train, The
speed of the traln was so much reduced by the
time these cara reached the broken rall which
enused the wreck that they were simply de-
radled, aud one day conch waa thrown across the
track.

The engine ran n distance of 600 feot nfler
leaving thio broken rail, the fapges of the
driving wheels cutting the Inelde edge of the
ralls the entire disiance, and then torned over
on itaslde. When the tender went down the
steep wall it turned completely over, Fireman
Peter Heraliberger was on It, bot had a miracu-
lous escape, As the engineor saw his fireman
going hoe cried: *Good-Ly, Pete,” and was
astonisbed toace him emerge from the wreck
alive.

In the smoker were (ifteen passengers, smong
whom was John L. Ashton of the Honule Beot
land theatrical eompany and Charvles Odlln of
the Mme. sans Gene company. Odlin was In-
jured Internally and his back wans badly brulsed.
Ashton's Injuries consisted of a scalp wound

and fractured collar bone. The baggage car
was telescopedd, and pithough the roof was corn-
pletely torn off, Baggage Master A, Watkine es-

left elbow and koee,

caped with Lrulses of
Johin ¢, Hae, express messenger, was badlr
bruised by flying express matter. J, P. Deuel,

The Werld's Productlion of the Haw Mate.
rinl nand the Unew to Which It In Pat,

The number of psrsons who are able, In &
practical and satlsfactory If not sclentific or
ploturesque manner, to draw a cork from a bot-
tle without breaking elther ls not very large.
Hut,smnll as jt is, it is materially Iarger than
the number of those who have any practical
knowledge of where cork comes from or the ex-
tent af the trade in it,

The Imporiations of cork into the United
States in ayear amoun‘s In value, to about
82,000,000, The vork of commerce, rocalled, |8
divided Into three classes. First there Is what
Is called cork wood or bark, unmanufactured,
which enmen Iuto the United Staten froe of duty
for manufactore here. The valus of thisocork
In about §1,250,000 a year, though In 1504, for
klu first Lime in recent yearn, It fell below the

1,000,000 Agure, ie second subdivision s
cork bark cut into squares or cubes—that Is, in

rt manufactnred but not & finlshed produot.,

Tnder the McKinley bill the tariff on such cork
wans 10 per cent of I‘{m value; under the Wiison
bill it was ralsed to 25 per cent. The third al.
vislon Is cork imported to the United States,
manufactured and ready for use-In  other
words, corks, The tarlff on corks nunder the
MeKinloy bill was 15 conts m pound : under the
Wilson il it was reduced to 10 cents a pound,

The country from which the largest amount
of cork comes In Portugal, The gross exporta-
tions of cork from Portugnl to all countries
amount, In a year, tonearly $3,600,000. A con
siderable but not the largest part of this cork
comes to the United Hintes, \e total amount
of the export from Portugal to the United States
In a year is $2,500,000, nnd the total amount of
American export to Portupal in s year s nboot
twles ne much, or £5,000.060, The viher rouns
tries {from which eark comea are Bpain, Ricily,

Algerin, and France. The cork tree, after
it attaing It growth, has a soft, porona
bark, which can removed bLy  the

process of irlmming off in
bincks or cubes once every nine or ten
Eul‘i. Thin barking, ans it Is ealled, instead of
illing tho tree or retarding {ts growth, actually
prolongs ita existence 85 & rival in longevity
with the century plant. Pieces of cork, when
detached, nre soaked in water, then Jm-uned and
finally dried, and are then packed for exporin-
tlon, The annual prodoct of cork in all eoun-
tries amounts to 6.000 tons, and the gross value
of the product in $6,000,000, 1t so happens— per-
haps it Is more than an aceldent—that the coun-
tries from which cork comes are all of them
wine-provinelng enuntries, and o Inrge porcont-
lqlg-—mnrly hinlf—of the cork (s nsed at home,
lie bost corks used abroad are hand made,
and these are In specinl demand in France for
champagne bottles. In consequence of the ef-
fervescing quality of the wine, champagns corks
must be of great strength and durabllity, Corks
of the best quulity are nsed also In Spain for the
bigher grades nf Spanish wines, which nre re-
talnel in collars for many years before be-
ing drunk, and would be spolled by the u-e
af imperfect enrks. In the United States few
hanid-made corks are In nes, the great mojority
belng made by Improved machinery. hese,
however, are mostly corks of Inferior grade, snd
are sold nt a_price much lower than the hand-
made cork. They are u or beer, whiskey,
narsaparilia, and medicine bottles, and the trado
in them Is extendive. Of Inte years, in fact
slnce the big Lrewers went In.o the beer-
bottling business un thelr own account, the use
of enrks for beer bottles has greatly diminshed,
being superseded b‘y rubber and metallic stop-
ra. The latter, though more expensive thin
the ordInary eorks, can be used repeatedly. Un-
der a law passed hy thoe Albany Legislature a
few yeara ago, and known as the Hottlers' lnw,
the title to bottlea lr sedulously gunrded, A
beer bottle may be used as many as a hundred
times, and_ the expense attending the pnrehnso
anid use of 100 corks would be muoch greater
than Is the expense of n ruhber and metnl stop-
ner which can be used continuously, and which
Is aMzed to the bottle,

The trade In cork from Portugal has been In-
crensing In recent years ns tho bottling business
of the world increases, though toers {s no corre-
eponding incrense in the nrew of cork-producin
conntries which are on or near the western enc
of the Mediterranean Sea.

During the last two seasons thers bas been a
great diminution in the number of visitors to
the Yellowstone Natlonal Park;: this, not be.
cause of any lesseniog in the attractions of the
park itself, but owing partly to the universal
financial depresaion, and also, as Capt. Goorge
l.. Anderson, general superinlendent of the
park, believes, to the constantly Increasing
travel toward Eatope.

Strange me it may scem, it isa fact that Amerl-
cans know fur less regarding the marvels and
beauties of this natural wonderland, their na-
tional park, than do thelr nelghbors on the other
sident the Atlantic. Very few Englishmen make
the tour of Amerles without visiting this spot,
and in Germapny and many portions of Europe
Its wonders and beautles are taught in the pub-
o achools, but Americans show an lodiffersnce
to its attractions, and, in some instances, betray
even an Jgnurunce of them which s surprising.

The lack of visitors lust seasun, however, did
pot prevent extensive improvements belng made
in antisipation of the souson of 1803, and the
winter being unusually mild, with a light snow-
[ull, the hotels were opeved much sarlier this
season, aud tourlsts were enabled to make the
entire clreuit of glio park by JJune 1.

During the past yesr asccommodutions for
tourists have been greatly Improved, A new
botsl bhas been bullt st the Fountaln geyser,
which 15 now the largest und best (o the park.
SBurvevs of new sites have been made at Norrls,
Upper Hasin, the Thum, and Tower Creek, and as
soon ns business will justify the expenditure of
the money elegant bulldings will be erected at
thess points for the accommoedation of guests,
At Mammoth Hot Springs a new post has been
bullt to accvmmodats a troop of eavalry, and
nearly a mile of broad promenade has been lald,
connecting the principal bulldings of the post
with the hotel, The juil and the residenoce for

Inthe northwestern partof
the park the Government lsalse buliding a road,
extending from the canyon to Yanea's, where it
will connect with another rond, leading to Lthe
springs, slong the Gardiner River. When this
road is completed it will extend the route of

Uwnrediner Falls, thus adding mueh to the inter-
esl and enjovment of Lhe journey.

Capt. Aonderson, in hLis recent report to the

Department of the Interior, among oLther rec-
ommendations, included the completion of a
avstem of roads throughout the park, and stated
Lthiat an exponditure of $100,000 upon the ronds
woull render them as near verfoet as it 1s pos-
slble th make them,
. The greatest cure and watchifulness have con-
stantly o be exercised in remard W forest fires,
and very few bave occurred during the past
yeoar within the boundaries of the park. Capt.
Anderson, who s of the Bizth Cavalry, maln-
tains s regolar system of daily patrols throngh-
out the entire year, to guard against flres origl-
nating from parties of campers and other causes,
Every mornfoe n patroiman starts out, armed
with bucket and shovel, with whieh to ex-
tingulsh aoy embers left by campers, and travels
along his beat until ho meets enother patrol-
man from e neighboring station. These men
have s life full of hardship and danger, espeoinl.
Iy in the severs w!nters pecullar to that loeality,
when they nre obliged to go over their dally
round on snowshoes: and Inst winter one pri-
vate, having lost his way, uud becoming bowlil-
dered und crazed, perlshed in the snow, his body
not being found until slx months alterward,
Yet, strange to say, the men seem (o like the
work, and thers [s never any difMulty In secur-
ing the best men Iin the service for the park
detalil.

Last season there wore a number of arrssts
and convictions fur violation of the rules re-
garding camp fires, anid several tourists have
been arrested during the past summer—both
gentlernen and ladies ~for throwing rocks Into
the geysars, directly violating the park reguls-
tiuns. There has been an unusual amount of
disturbance among the goysers this season, and
the throwing of rocks or pebbles Into the gey-
